"Wereally in our speeches, 


B8, indeed, in ordinary conversation, run 
up and down the musics! scale without 
giving any heed to it—not, it is true, 
with separate and full notes of song, but 
with partially formed notes that melt or 
glide, as it were, into one another, either 
ascending or descending in the musical 
Bcale."In these words the great orator 
had well defined the nature of speech. 
The influence of the eloquence of Mr. 
Gladstone over his hearers is mainly to 
be attributed to his magnificent delivery 
and cultivated voice, more, even, than to 
his profound knowledge, and the earn- 
estness with which he pleads the particu 
lar cause before him. Men speaking 
under emotion always make a difference 
in the length of the vowel, according to 
the depth of the emotion, and the real 
essence of language lies in the living ut- 
terance, a thought which can well be ap- 
plied to the pi emier. The rises and falls 
to the musical scale are inherent to man, 
and every race on the earth indulges in 
them

warned their students against monotony, 
but it was not till the last century that 
UU1> IV Wa» UUU Kill w**w *••«• ww^.w-j 
speech was reduced to a svstem of nota- 
tion when Joshua Steele published a 
w ork on the subject. The author of this 
work, " Prosodia Rationalis," took down 
from the lips of Garrick and other emi- 
nent actors their chief speeches, and re- 
duced them to a regular musical nota- 
tion. Of course, though every note was 
there, they could not be reproduced with 
the same effect without the natural gifts 
of the orator. There is a law of antith- 
esis in speech 
The passions of love and 


hate, for instance, express themselves, 
the former bv notes high in the musical 
scale, the Tatter low 
Almost every 


speaker speaks under a different emo 
turn, and, m bnef, opposite emotions 
should be taken m opposite keys and in- 
flections 
According to Darwin's work, 


"Emotionsof Men and Animals, as In- 
dicated by the Voice," the voice alters, 
not only m resonance and quality, but 
in pitch. This modulation becomes ex 
piessive in the earliest period of Me, and 
is ultimately related to vocal and instru 
mental music, and to muscular action. 
Dai win b< lieves that utterance was first 
asrtonattd with comtship, in its various 
pluses of endearment, rivalry and 
triumph , and thought that the progem- 
tns of man had the power of utterance 
of musical tones even before that of 
ailiculite speech

poisoning our bodies vith villainous 
compounds which we uiiauspl'ctin(;iy 
swallow in our dailj sustenance 
In no 


diiection has the knowlalge of i\il 
spiead with greater lapuhty than in 
thislu the long line of ai tides people u* 
foi food, there is scarcely one -uliicli is 
exempt from this infamous treatment 
If the ingredients used for the purpobi 
of adulteration were harmless, then 
would ba less objection to the practioi 
but where as in moat oases, they an 
rank poisons that gradually sap tin- 
citadel of life, the evil is so great a t • 
call for prompt suppression. 


A writer in the Medical Acadtnuj <-i 


Sciences, speaking of the use of guipn 
sugar in making beer, says 
"Alarge piece of this giape augai, 


taken from the hands of a youth in tins 
city, who said ha father manufactuied 
it, proved, upon analysis, to contain a 
quantity of sulphuric acid, enough to 
destioy some half-doaen "eta of teeth 
As this sugar is largely used in adultei 
atmg oano sugar, candies,, and numerous 
othei articles of luxury and necenBih, 
further comment 13 unnecessary." 


This sugai has been in uae onlj a 


tew years, but long enough to be tam- 
pered with. Our syrups aie mostlj 
made now from glucose, w Uich, if not 
poisonous, produces an article vastly m 
ferior to cane syrup 
The same writer 


"Yeast powders are made and solil 


here which contain soluble salt* • t 
albumimum. The use of tin in su 
of baryta in numerous aiticles of looii 
to lucrease their weight are barely con 
cealed. The agreeable odor of caramel 
in the neghbornood of the coffee mills 
tells its own tale, and to explain Uie 
wonderful cheapness of the beautiful 
jellies now in such common use we 
should have to go further than omma 
tutinul fnend 'Bags-Bones,'and pursue 
through the wonderful transformations 
worked by modern chemUtry the bones 
from om garbage box, flavored and col 
ored by tne waste products from the gas- 
works, back again to onr tables as cur- 
rant jelly for onr famous canvas backs 
and red heads, and perhaps meet in our 
sugar bowls our old shirts transformed 
into very palatable sugar " 


And these are only a few examples of 


this growing evil which has already as 
sumed snob gigantic proportipM as to 
be earned on in many casei with reck- 
less impunity, having lost even the de- 
cent veil of secrecy.

third year of her age, -Nancy Elwood 
passed away yesterday at 3 p. m. 


Nancy Diefendorff was born inMeudon, 


Montgomery county, New York, Jan. 1, 
1800; was married to Henry Elwood Feb. 
21,1819, after which she with her hus- 
band resided in Herkimer county, N. Y., 
until 1846, when they removed to Ouau- 
dago county, N. Y., where her husband 
died Dee. '24,1800. In 1855 she removed 
to this cih, where she ban resided ever 
since. 


Mrs. Elwood was the mother of nine 


children, seven of whom lived to be 
grown, four of whom are still living, viz.: 
Daniel II. Elwood, who resides in Augus- 
ta, Butler count), Kansas; David P. El- 
wood, who resides in this city; Airs. Hub- 
bard, wife of W. E. Hubbarri, of the firm 
ofHubbard \- Sweariugen, of thin city; 
and Airs. Everly, wife of Rev. John 
Everly, of the Illinois Conference of the 
M. E. Church, who resides in Bloom- 
ington. 


Mrs. Elwood wim known as a woman ot 


rare good sense, of industrious, frugal 
habits, of great kindness of heart, ever 
sympathizing with the poor, the unfortu- 
nate, or the sick, which good and noble 
qualities greatly endeared her to her 
neighbors. But it was in the walks of 
Christian life she most excelled. She 
was converted to God under the labors of 
Rev. Mr. Whipple at a camp-meeting held 
in Southville, N. Y., in 1828, and joined 
the Methodist church, of which she re- 
mained a faithful member for fifty-four 
years. 
Her conversion marked a new 


era in her history, to which she looked 
back with interest and pleasure ever af- 
ter. A few days ago she said: "If God 
ever (//V convert a sonl, it was me,'' 
In 


fact, she never, for a moment, had a doubt 
of the genuineness of her conversion. 


The religion of Mrs. Elwood did not 


consist m opinions, or adherence to a 
creed, or outward conformity to church 
requirement, but in an unshaken faith in 
God as her heavenly father, in Jesnt, as 
His son and liff Saviour, in the Bible as 
God'fl word of truth, in the Holy Spirit 
as the abiding comforter, whose presence 
she realized by faith to the last. She 
was a conscientious, consistent, happy, 
joyous Christian woman, whose dwelling 
was in the "Delectable Mountains;" a 
rare specimen, illustrating the power of 
Christ to save to the uttermost. During 
her last sickness, as bodily strength gave 
way, her ponl was triumphant, her victo- 
ry was complete, her joy was full, often 
saying, "Oh, praise the Lord: let every- 
body praise the Lord for His goodness.') 
Her last words to her pastor were quota- 
tioas from the Bible: "Till heaven snd 
earth pass, one jot or tittle shall in no 
wise pass from the law till all be ful- 
filled;" "The word of the Lord abideth 
forever.' 
The last words she uttered 


as she crossed the waters of the mystic 
river were, "Jesus lover of my soul." 
Friends on this side conld hear no more. 
She tried hard to complete the quotation, 
strength failed, the voice was gone, but 
the angels over there heard the other line, 
"Let me to Thv bosom fly." And all wa« 
over. "Let mi die the death of tbe right- 
eous, and 1ft my last end be like his." 


Mrs. Elwood retained the use of her 


mind up to the hist momenta, often relat- 
ing incidents that occurred fifty years 
ago. She urged the young who visited 
her to serve the Lord and meet her in 
heaven. She rwptfsted that at her funer- 
al services tbe, hymns "I would not live 
alway," -and "The home of the HOU!" 
should lie snug. 


The funeral will take place from the 


First M. E. Church on Wednesday af- 
ternoon at 2 o'clock. Rev. J. P. Pimraitt 
officiating.
